Neill’s suspension, Zweig stat­ 
ed, was for “ conduct unbecom­ 
ing a police officer.” 


Before Grand Jury 


Specifically, Zweig said Neill 
allegedly 
took

from

Shopping 
Center,

Road and Route 
413, 
on

make a report.

Interchange

NEW STANTON, P a. (U P I)— 
A new Pennsylvania Turnpike 
interchange was opened here to­ 
day to elim inate a hazardous 
situation at the intersection of 
the highway and the new Inter­ 
state 70S. 


The interchange, costing $1.6 
million, replaces one construct­ 
ed in 1940. Joseph J . Lawler, 
chairm an of the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike Commission, said traf­ 
fic making left turns had been 
forced to cross over at a grade 
on the four-lane Interstate 70S. 


The fringe area of a thick lay­ 


er of fog which blanketed New

Pike Closed 


The fog caused authorities to 
close 66 miles of the New J e r ­ 
sey Turnpike, from Bordentown 
to its northern term inus at the 
George Washington Bridge, last 
night. E arly this morning the 
entire 
length 
of 
the 
turnpike 
was shut down. 


Shortly after 8 a.m ., it was 
reopened f r o m Bordentown to 
the D elaw are M emorial Bridge 
when the fog began to lift. 


The order to close the turn­ 
pike last night cam e after a 
New York youth was killed when 
his ca r ram m ed into the rear 
of a Public Service bus near 
Secaucus. 


Newark Airport was shut down 
with all flights stopped until the

Appealed Dismissal 


Neill later appealed his dis­ 
missal to the Civil Service Com­ 
mission and it was changed to 
one year’s suspension, termin­ 
ating on Aug. 31, 1963. 


Appealing to higher authori­ 
ties, Neill’s suspension was up­ 
held in October of 1963 by 
Bucks County Judge John P. 
Fullam. 
On Sept. 19, 1963 — 19 days 
after his one-year ban was up 
— Neill was again suspended 
by Chief Stewart, this time in­ 
definitely for “ failing to comply 
with orders.” 


Physical Exam 


Stewart claimed 
that Neill 
had been instructed to undergo 
a physical examination before 
returning to duty and had failed 
to do so. 
Neill also appealed this sus­ 
pension and was reinstated. 


In the past three years, eight 
police officers have resigned 
from the township force. Four 
of them continued in'police work 
in other parts of the county. 


Among Findings 


In the . light of the resigna­ 
tions and reports of misconduct 
by officers, the township com­ 
missioners hired Donal E. J. 
MacNamara, New York police 
consultant, to make an exhaus­ 
tive survey of the department. 


Among his findings were that 
discipline in the township police 
department is inadequate and in­ 
consistent and that “ there are at 
least two officers whose conduct 
as policemen is far below re­ 
q u ire d ,standards and who should 
be separated from the force.’’ 
Names of the two officers were 
not publicly disclosed. 


In early September of this 
year, Sgt. Nelson and Trooper 
Albert Broscius conducted con­ 
fidential investigations of the 
police department
